It never occurred to me until now, 
that a description of a printing offlee 
could be of the remotest interest to 


ui buc vuivut, ,u c uuivc niiu prCSS ,v u u i 
of the Ban Francisco Chronicle, with 
a view of learning something of the 
selenee of stereotyping, and looking at 
the working of a large eity office. 
Most readers of the HP bald are aWare 
that the ordinary reporter knows as 
much about the practical working of 
a newspaper, as the mythological eat 
Is supposed to have known or violin- 
playing. They hays certain work to 
do—hand in their copy and go—and 
the appearance of the next morning’s 
sheet, in good or bad form, is a matter 
of indifferenee to them. I asked sev* 
eral during my visit, how stereotyping 
waa done, and the answer I got was 
Invariably the same, 44 D—d if I know, 
some furnace arrangement, hot cop­ 
per, and all that sort of thing.” This 
morning I went through the whole es­ 
tablishment, and believe, that as as­ 
serted, it is the most complete news­ 
paper office west of Chicago. In the 
composition room the silence is un­ 
broken, except by the click of the type, 
and an occasional expectoration from 
the lips of a «hewing compositor.

Taking the 


Tha Duty o f the Democrat*. 
The Democratic party, what is left 
of It, has been making earnest profes­ 
sions of honesty. 
“ Down with mon­ 
opoly” has been its rallying cry, and 
Its leaders have asked us to believe 
that they are the especial champions 
of the people. We are afraid they are 
misguided,that they are more anxious 
to rejuvenate the Democratic party, 
than to serve the cause of reform. The 
late elections if they nave done any­ 
thing, have demonstrated that the 
people are disgusted with the tyran­ 
ny of its partisan organizations, and 
that regardless of former party affili­ 
ations, they are determined to purge 
the government, National, State and 
local, of the abominations that have 
crept into it. Now if Democrats are the 
patriotic men they profess to be, they 
Will heartily Join in this work of re­ 
generation, without stopping to in­ 
quire what will be the fate ol' the 
Democratic organization, they will 
vote for honest men, and give their 
support to patriotic measures, whether 
the self-chosen leaders have endorsed 
them or not. 
But the action of the Democrats of 
late, does not seem to indicate that 
they are the self-denying patriots 
which the times demand. 
In the 
House of Representatives, right on the 
heels of an election, that denounced in 
the most unmistakable manner the 
salary grab and the rule of corpora­ 
tions, they select the obnoxious Fer­ 
nando Wood as their leader, and vote 
for him in solid column, salary grab­ 
ber and corruptionist as he is. 
During the late campaign in this 
State, nothing was better understood 
than that the light was between the 
people and the corporations; the hon­ 
est sons of toil on the one side, and ar­ 
rayed against them the greedy tools of 
an insatiate monopoly. In some cases 
the fight was squarely between the 
Independents and their foes, but in 
many, candidates were selected from 
among those already nominated by 
the old party 
organizations. 
The 
Democrats professing to be the friends 
of the people were in many cases pre­ 
ferred, and the bulk of the Democratic 
delegation in both branches of the 
legislature owe their seats to anti­ 
monopoly votes. 
W hy then are they setting them ­ 
selves up in opposition to the known 
wishes of their supporters? The elec­ 
tion of Booth to the Senate is plainly 
the wish of the mass of the people of 
this State. It was the question on 
which the fight was made, and the 
people have the right to expect the 
votes of the Democratic members for 
that purpose. Yet we find them prac­ 
tically doing the bidding of the mo­ 
nopolists and clinging tenaciously to 
their organization when the only re­ 
sult that can follow such stupidity, is 
the defeat of the policy that gate 
them their seats. They talk of fealty 
to the party, but in so acting they are 
doing their party more injury than 
their enemies could hope to inflict, 
and are proviug most effectually that 
the party ought to be destroyed. The 
only honest and sensible course is to 
cast a solid vote for Booth, and some 
other faithful friend of the people, and 
let party take care of itself. 


The City Connell 
provided for the taking of a census of 
this city, by which Waddlngton A 
Co., are to do the work on very favor­ 
able terms. The census of 1870 was a 
very Imperfect and unsatisfactory 
and is incorrect figures have often been 
used 
to 
our serious disadvantage. 
Since that time, too, our city has made 
its most rapid strides In improvement 
and even if the national census were 
correct, it aflbnts no just exhibit of 
onr population to-day. 
The desire 
for a new' census, is, we believe, a 
very general one, but questions of 
economy have heretofore interposed. 
Wadding ton 4 .Co., however, having 
undertaken the publication df a Di­ 
rectory of the city, proposed to do- the 
work at a rate so low that this Council 
lias thought it advisable to make a 
contract with them. So far as wo have 
been abre to learn, and we have con­ 
versed with several of the heaviest 
taxpayers in town, the people are well 
satisfied with the arrangement, and 
think the bargain an exceedingly 
good one for the city. It has been 
urged by some parties unacquainted 
witli such things, that the directory 
would answer the same purpos* as a 
census,i and that it was’nt worth while 
to pay W. A Co. for doiog the work, 
but every one of ordinary intelligence 
knows that a directory is n o t! census, 
and that the data gathered for the pub­ 
lication of such a work would very im­ 
perfectly represent our population and 
progress. 
We are advertising our city, with 
the view of attracting capital and pop­ 
ulation, and it is important that ail 
the facts should he carefully compiled. 
The amount of State school funds that 
arc distributed, depends on the num­ 
ber of pupils attending school, and 
tills Waddlngton A Co. are required to 
ascertain. They will also give a com­ 
plete classification of our population, 
showing the number of males and fe­ 
males, married and single, nationali­ 
ty, etc. All this they agree to do for 
twoeents per capita, a very low figure, 
and one that they could Jiot ufford to 
take if they were not engaged in can­ 
vassing for the directory.

the industrial "classes of the great 
State 
of 
Illinois 
is 
incalcula­ 
ble. 
W ithout organisation or agree­ 
ment among themselves, the trem en­ 
dous Republican 
majorities of the 
Northwestern States were overthrown, 
and the basis for a new and formidable 
party movement laid. 
The 
stand 
taken by this Convention will result 
in crystalizing the various elements 
of opposition, into one compact and 
powerful organization, that will sweep 
everything before it. The reformers 
have shown th at they are in ear­ 
nest; they only need to co-operate, and 
this 
will give the starting point. 
Though 
held 
in 
a far-off State 
the 
labors 
of 
this 
convention 
are of deep interest to the peo­ 
ple of California. 
We are fighting 
on the Pacific Coast the same battle 
against monopoly, that is enlisting 
the energies of the' Prairie Farmers. 
We are suffering from tariffs, made to 
protect one class at the expense of an­ 
other. We are cursed with high sala­ 
ried officials, and ridden by monopo­ 
lies. 
Let all good and true men take 
heart; the cause of the people is gain­ 
ing strength. 


The Manta Barbara Press wants large, 
handsomely fitted steamers similar to 
those once so extensively used on the 
great lakes, substituted for the vessels 
now plying in our coast trade, and 
thinks such could compete successfully 
with any railroad that can be built. 
If the Pres* is really anxious for 
such an improvement, it made a very 
unwise move in admitting that there 
is prospect of getting 
a railroad 
along the coast for several yéars, 
for there is nothing like the certainty 
of competition, to wake up a transport­ 
ation company to the. necessity of pro­ 
viding better accommodations, mak­ 
ing better time, .or charging lower 
rates. Steamships and railroads, like 
grocery stores, are run for the purjtose 
of making money, and their proprie­ 
tors are not apt to spend money un­ 
necessarily. As long as there is no 
other way of reaching the towns along 
the coast the present line will not find 
it to its interest to throw away tlie ves­ 
sels now running, and replace them 
with eostly and luxurious floating ]*1- 
aces, even to eaery out the suggestion 
of the Etprea* of this city, and run up 
to W ilmington, but let the railroad be 
finished, and there will at once bit a 
brushing up, and improvement. Fast­ 
er steamers, with better accommoda­ 
tions will take the place of the present 
ones; they will be run regularly, and 
in time, when the travel to this ¡South­ 
ern paradise becomes large enough to 
Justify it, palatial vessels, suchas fill 
the m ind’s eye of the Press will make 
daily trips along the toast. Here at 
Los Angeles we are hoping that the 
early completion of our road to Han 
Francisco will soon bring us an easier 
and quicker mode of transit, placing 
our growing city iu such easy reach of 
the East, that tourists will as soon 
think of going home without visiting 
the Yo Semite, as of failing to enjoy 
our orauge grovesaud healing breezes.

A little over a year more, anfi the 
100th anniversary <« the Battle of 
Bunker Hill will taka, place. A little 
baud of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, whieh brought untold results.
